Telegram Asserts That Miss 
Laura Matthews Killed 
Herself on Account 

of Chicago Man. 


SHOCK TO FRIENDS HERE. 


Colorado Springs Tragedy Recalls | 


Her Many Motor Car Trips 
with Automobile | 
Dealer, * 


The body of Miss Laura Matthews of Chi- 
cago, who shared in at least one automobile 
romance, was found in Broadmore, adjacent 
to Colorado Springs, Colo., early yesterday 
333 with a bullet wound through the 


All evidence points to silcide. Miss Mat- 
thews frequently had threatened to kill her- 


self, and beside her body lay a small revol- 


ver she had been accustomed to carry. 

She had left her hotel, the Acacia, in Colo- 
rado Springs at 7:30 o’clock Sunday evening 
upon her saddle mare, Kentucky Lady, rid- 
ing’ alone. The horse, riderless, was found 
an hour later grazing about Ivywild, a mile 
distant from the spot where at 5 o’clock in 


the morning a milkman driving into the 


city stumbled upon Miss Matthews’ body. 
In the intervening hours Miss Matthews’ 
companion and nurse, Miss Lillie Green, 
knew nothing of the girl's whereabouts and 
feared she had gone away to kill herself. 


Recently a Resident of Chicago. 

Miss Matthews, who had lived in Chicago 
latterly at 186 Bowen avenue, was but 20 
years old. Her mother, Mrs. Jennie 
thews, lives in‘Kansas City and her sister, 
Mra. Neil Hanson, Mves at 5488 Jefferson 
venue, Chicago. Miss Matthews’ automobile 
romance was attested by the telegram, which 
brought the news of her suicide to Chicago: 


~ “Charles A. Coey, Chicago—Laura com- 


mitted suicide on account of you. rward 
$300 at once. Left letters behind 

The telegram was ed by Miss Green, 
Coey is an automobile Healer and driver and 
resides at the South Shore Country club. He 
at once forwarded the $300 by telegraph and 
then proceeded to deny that he had been en- 
gaged to marry Miss Matthews. 

Coey Startled by Tragedy. 

“This is a terrible surprise to me, said 
Coey, but of course, this thing of her com- 
mitting suicide on my account is out of the 
question. I think her death was an accident- 
al one and Miss Green probably sent the tele- 
gram while greatly excited. She knew I was 
a close friend of Miss Matthews’ and that I 
went down to see them off when they left, 
Than the u ‘out there probably 
demanded cash, and 
turn to me. Of course the poor girl may have 
committed suicide, but Idon't think that like- 
ly. She was awfully fond of making explor- 
ing expeditions by herself on horseback, and 
generally carried a small ivory handled re- 
volver with her. 

I had a letter from Miss Matthews a few 
days ago. It was dated July 22 and wasa 
bricht, cheerful affair. I was not engaged to 
her.” 

Regarded as Autoist’s Fiancee. 

Friends of Miss Matthews in Chicago ex- 
pressed surprise at the statement that she 
and Coey were nothing more than mere 
friends. 

“They were apparently a greatly devoted 
couple,” said one who knew them both well. 
„Coe constantly showed attention to her. 
Automobile rides, trips to the theater and 
suppers afterward were kept up regularly.“ 

This view of the matter was indorsed by 
Miss Green in Colorado Springs after she 
had been informed of the finding of a note on 
Miss Matthews’ body inscribed with the 
business card: Charles A. Coey Automo- 
bile Co., Chicago.” 

„Tes, said Miss Green, Miss Matthews 
was engaged to Coey and he had repeatedly 
promised to marry her.“ 

Miss Green expressed great indignation 
when speaking of the Chicago automobDilist. 
She said he and Miss Matthews had been 
close friends since he was divorced from his 
wife several months ago. 

She said also that Miss Matthews had been 
a friend of Dr. Thomas of the 101 ranch 
in Oklahoma. Two of their acquaintances in 
Colorado Springs, with whom they had 
passed much time, were Tom Holton and A. 
R, Richards. 

Frequent Rides in Automobiles. 

Mrs. J. E. Flower, 186 Bowen avenue, with 
whom Miss Matthews lived for seven months 
previous to her departure for Colorado 
Springs, said she w&s surprised to learn of 
the girl's action. 

“Miss Matthews seemed to be popular,“ 
paid Mrs. Flower. She and Mr. Coey were 
on friendly terms and often went automo- 
bile driving together when he was not en- 
gaged in business. When he was busy he 
often sent around one of his cars with a 
chauffeur to take her out riding. But they 
were just excellent friends, so it seemed, 
and I don’t place much weight upon the 
telegram of Miss Green from Colorado 
Springs. 

“IT have no idea why she should take her 
life, unless it was in a fit of temporary in- 
sanity. She was ill after she arrived in Colo- 
rado, but in her letters to my two daughters 
she said she was getting better every day 
and was improving in strength and weight. 
She also said that she was having a fine 
time, had met some nice people, and was 


happy. But she always was impulsive and 


of an excitable temperament, and in this 
way only can we account for her action in 
killing herself.“ 


Student of Dramatic Art. 

Miss Matthews attended the Chicago Mu- 
‘sical college, 202 Michigan avenue, for two 
terms. She studied dramatic art, vocal mu- 
sic, and fancy dancing, with an ultimate in- 
tention of going on the stage. 

“She gave the name of Laura Matthews 
when she came here, an official of the in- 
stitution said, “but she registered as a 
student under the name of Miss Samuel Dee. 
She said her parents were opposed to her 
going on the stage and she was determined 
to conceal heNintentions. She was with Mr. 
Coey a good deal, but she also had other 
attentions.” 

While at the institution as a student, Miss 
Matthews lived for some time at the Strat- 
ford hotel, later moving to 3000 Michigan 
avenue, and then to the Bowen avenue fesi- 
dence. 

It was six weeks ago that she went with 
Miss Green to Colorado Springs. It is said 
Miss Matthews seemed to be well supplied 
with money and showed no evidence of de- 
spondency. 


‘IF THEY BEHAVE ALL WILL BE FORGIVEN. 
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HUNTINGTON TRAGEDY GROWS 


Aged American Soldier Dies; Son 
Tries to End Life in Jail. 


VICTIMS SINKING. 


Brother of Man Who Shet Four in Ver- 


[er cal 16 THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

+ VERSAILLES, France, July 29.—Within 
half an hour after his eon Henry made an 
unsuccessful attempt to commit suicide, 
Maj. Henry A. Huntington, the retired Amer- 
ican soldier, died today at his home here. 
He never regained consclousness after the 
brief interview yesterday with his estranged 
son, which was followed by the shooting 
down. of the veteran's two sons and two 
daughters by their brother, 

Alonzo and Elizabeth Huntington are in 
grave peril. The former, it is belleved, will 
die. Edith and Douglas Huntingten vere 
only slightly wounded. 

Mrs. Huntington is in a state of collapse 
and it is feared the shock of the tragedy, 
coupled with grief over her husband’s de- 
mise, may cause her death. 

Henry Huntington’s attempt at seif-de- 
etruction was frustrated by the jailer, who 
found the prigoner unconscious with a tourni- 
quet, made of a silk handkerchief, about his 
neck. He was revived after hard work by 
phyetolans. 

Conflicting Stories Told. 

The American colonies in Versailles and 
Paris are plunged in sorrow over the tragic 
denouément of the Huntingtons’ domestic 
troubles concerning the cause of which oon 
flicting stories are told. 

It ie seid by certain acquaintances of Sas. 
Huntington that after his quarrel with 
Henry he had drawn up a will leaving all his 
property to his wife and the four other chil- 


dren, but that in view of his reconcillation. 


with Henry on Sunday he tore up this will 
and made a new one, in which Henry was 
given an equal share with the others. It was 
the protests of the family against this which 
led Henry, according to the statement, to 
use his revolver. 

By others it is said that Henry 
long has been considered mentally unbal- 
anced. From youth he has been possessed of 
the belief that he had solved the science of 
curing disease, and constantly was concoet- 
ing preposterous remedies. 

His father tried long to control him, and, 
finally, seeing the hopelessness of his task, 
gave the son an allowance and permitted him 
to go hia way. Since then Henry has lived in 
Paris and the department of Aisne, In the 
latter place he married some years ago the 
daughter of à village doctor named Denise, 


Deny Trouble with Family. 

It is denied that there was any estrange- 
ment between Henry Huntington and the 
other members of his family. When Henry. 
reached his father’s bedside yesterday, ac- 
cording to this informant, he said the dying 
man was being neglected. He ordered that 
a ig ek of the blood of a dog and sea water 

be “given the aged man, declaring that the 
remedy was his own invention and infalli- 

le. 
3 of the family assured him his 
father was well cared for and then he became 
viotent. His brother asked him to come into 
the dining room to discuss the matter, fear- 
ing the loud-talking would annoy the dying 
man. He refused to go and his brothers and 
sisters began to push him from the sick 
chamber. a 
Shoots Four in Rage. 

At this Henry’s rage leaped beyond bounds, 
and, drawing a revolver, he fired point blank 
at Douglas, who fell stunned froma glancing 
wound on hig temple. 

Henry then turned on Alonso and fired a 
gecond time. The bullet plerced Alonso's 
lungs and this brother dropped. The two 
girls, Elizabeth and Edith, then rushed for- 
ward, trying desperately to put an end to 
the shooting. Henry shot Edith through the 
arm, and then, placing his revolver against 
Elizabeth's. breast, he pulled the trigger for 
the fourth time. — 

In the meantime one of the guards of the 
Versailles park, accompanied by the house- 
hold servants, hurried upstairs, rushed into 
the room, and wrenched the revolver from 


| precipice. 


the hands of the enraged man. who made no 
objection to being led away. He only asked 
to be allowed to tell his wife what had oc- 
curred before being lodged in jail 


Henry’s Side of the Story. 

When interrogated by the examining mag- 
istrate Henry Huntington admitted the 
shooting. He declared his acts were the out- 
come of family troubles. 

Henry Huntington's wife, as well as her 
father’ and mother, was summoned from 
Paris today and appeared before the exam- 
ining magistrate here. Henry's wife per- 
sisted in her statement that the rupture be- 
| tween, Henry and the other-members of his 


| family“was complete: 


This trouble, she said, dated from the last 
anniversary dinner of her marriage.. She 
declares that on this occasion her sisters- 
in-law spoke ill of her to her husband. 

She said that when Henry returned to the 
hotel last with a gendarme he told her he 
was crying at the bedside of his father when 
his brother Douglas and his sisters inter- 
rupted him and insisted that he beg for his 
mother’s pardon, and that then he lost his 
head and fired indiscriminately. 

“IT can never forget,” Mrs. Huntington 
said, that my husband broke with his fam- 
ily rather than permit me to be insulted in 
his presence.“ 

Dr. Denise declared that Henry Hunting- 
ton’s sisters were friendly with his daugh- 
ter hefore her marriage, but that they turned 
against her after Henry made her his wife. 

Sketch of His Career. 
Maj. Henry A. Huntington was born in Chi- 
cago, March 28, 1840. He was the son of 
Alonzo Huntington, who came to Chicago 
from Connecticut in 1835, who was state's 
attorney from 1837 to 1839, and who died Nov. 
17, 1881. 

Maj. Huntington was appointed by Presi- 
dent Lincoln a lieutenant in the Fourth vol- 
unteer artillery, served through the war, and 
was promoted several times for gallantry in 
action. He returned to Chicago after the war 
and married here. All of the children were 
born in Chicago. 

Maj. Huntington left Chicago in 1886 rbr 
Paris and lived abroad thereafter. The fam- 
fly residence in Chicago was at 42 East Six- 
teenth street, and the family still has consid- 
erable property in that vicinity, 

Maj. Huntington was a member of several 
' Hterary societies during his residence in Chi- 


cago. 
FEAT BY AN ALPINE CLIMBER. 


Milanese Scales Hitherto Unconquered 
Peak on Mont Blanc Range, 
11,400 Feet High.

GHNEVA, July 29.—AnotHer hitherto un- 
climbed Alpine mountain has been con- 
quered by Sig. Castelnuovo, a Milanese, who 
ascended the highest of three peaks called 
the Dames Anglaise in the Mont Blanc 
range. It is 11,400 feet high, the last few 
hundred ‘ yards being smooth, practically 


perpendicular rock, towering above a dizzy 
Nearly all the most celebrated 


mountain climbers in Europe, including the 
duke of Abruzzi, vainly have-attacked the 
peak, which had come to be regarded as in- 
accessible, Sig. Castelnuovo occupied twelve 
hours in making the ascent.

cc unty took up the task today of sifting, 
the wheat from the chaff in the Magill pol- 
soning case. Up to the.adjournment at 5 
o'clock no evidence fastening the crime of 
murder upon Fred H. Magill and his young 
wife had been submitted by the state. ~ 

The defense's lawyers and friends of the 
Magills began to express strong conviction 
that no indictment would be returned, and 


| news to this effect was carried to the couple 


in jail. By a majority, however, indict- 
ment is expected tomorrow or Wednesday 
night, as.the state claims it. is holding the 
best witness back. 

State’s Attorney A. F. Miller subpcenaed 
everything in Clinton except the paving 
stones. The dragnet from the sheriff's of- 
fice took cab drivers, saloonkeepers, mer- 
chants, restaurant men, waltresses, grocers, 
doctors, bootblacks, and apparently every 
person who ever lifted a hat to pretty Faye 
Magill or passed the day with the accused 
banker. It was a haphazard investigation 
and, according to Magill’s lawyers, indicated 
that the state is up in the air on the case. 


Court’s Instructions Strong. 

Judge W. G. ‘Cochran's instructions to the 
jury were strong and gave hope to the de- 
fense. He told the jury the state must prove 
that a crime had been committed, and sec- 
ondly no person would be indicted unless the 
evidence showed he or she was probably 
guilty of crime. Another feature of the 


‘| judge's charge was the extreme emphasis 


laid upon secrecy. He threatened any one 
who approached a.juror with a $600 fine. 

Judge Cochran also warned the body not to 
be swayed by prejudice or public sentiment. 

Mr. Miller took charge of the examination 
of witnesses. James W. Greene, merchant 
and banker of Wapella, was made foreman. 
The state's attorney instructed each of the 
witnesses to maintain strict secrecy. Twenty 
witnesses were examined during the day and 
fifty more were summoned, 

The chief witnesses at the first session were 
members of the coroner’s jury which re- 
turned a verdict of suicide after the sum 
picious death of Mrs. Pet Magill, May 30. 
Capt. Will Gorman first was called. The 
8 Edward Freudenstein, a cloth- 
i ant, who advised Magill to go west. 
He aa sked if Magill's actions had been 
suspicious at any time. He said no. He gave 
testimony which showed that Pet Magill con- 
templated suicide. He was shown letters in 
her handwriting and asked if he considered 
the “ five suicide notes hers.” He said he did. 


Afraid of Magill’s ThreatP 

The efforts of the state’s attorney and his 
friends to bring about this indictment and 
conviction is explained in a measure by the 
fact that Magill threatened to shake up a 
few skeletons around town if he ever gets 
out. They are afraid of what he knows. 
The state will make a final attempt to locate 
Marguerite Magill and get her before the 
grand jury. Mr. Miller also will try to get 
hold of Mrs. Magill’s letters, now in the 
hands of the defense and likely to stay there.

Atrocious crimea, which have startled 
many cities of the United States of late, and 
which have been charged to the Mafia or 
biack hand organizations, have prompted 
the police heads of the country generally to

Chief Shippy has been consulted from 
various sources as to what plan would be 
most feasible. , Yesterday he received a 
telegram from New York stating that Po- 
fice Commissioner Bingham of that city has 
suggested organizing a police secret service 
that would be national in its scope The 
telegram reads: 

“New York is experiencing unparalleled 
outbreaks of crime, many of which are as- 
saseinations by members of foreign secret 
societies,: blackmailing plote, and criminal) 
assaults om women and little girls, chiefly by 
foreigners. Commissioner Bingham sug- 
gests organizing secret service. Will you 
state your ideas of how best to cope with the 
situation, which admittedly is beyond con- 
trol of police.“ 

The telegram was from an organization 
interested in the suppression of orime, and 
not from the police directly. 


Has Faith in Bingham. 

“I stated that I thought Commissioner 
Bingham perfectly able to cope with the 
situation,’ said Chief Shippy. I have al) 
the faith in the world in Bingham.‘ But of 
late the crimes in New York have given 
reason for alarm. I don’t credit the crimes 
to foreign secret societies, however. 

In most instances foreigners are the cul- 
prits. I think the» crimes that have been 
troubling New York and Berlin of late are 
the work of mental perverts. The elusive- 
ness they show is remarkable. Berlin is one 
of the best policed citiew in the world, yet 
I see that the assaults continue even in day- 
light.“ 

Chiet Shippy does not think the secret 
service suggested would be practical in Chi- 
cago. 

Not Ready for National Compact. 

The chief said the time might come 
when Chicago would deem it necessary to 
enter a national compact to suppress the 
black hand organizations’, so-called, but such 
a movement further than the police depart- 
ment has in hand all the time would not be 
practical now. 

“A black hand letter just came to our 
attention,“ said the chief. “We are 
working on ft, and will land the author of it. 
We are unable, however, to connect the let- 
ter with any organization.”’

FORAKER REFUSES 
TO INDORSE TAFT. 


Prefer Him if Given a 
Chance to Decide. 


Says Prosperity of Country Should 
Not Be Jeopardized by Un- 
wise Agitation. 


Joseph Benson Foraker ‘today known 
the reasons why ne would not indorse the 
candidacy for the presidency of Secretary of 
War Taft. :

Takes Fling at Revisionists. 

“And yet, notwithstanding this condition 
of unparalleled prosperity for the whole 
country and for all classes, there is a de- 
mand not alone from democrats and theorists 
and idealists, who are always in favor of 
revising our tariff downward, but from a 
number of leading republicans for an imme- 
diate revision of our tariff duties. 

Every republican has a right to espouse 
any view he may entertain, and, inasmuch 
as Gov. Harris represents that such is his 
view, I don’t wonder that he prefers Sec- 
retary Taft as his candidate for the pres- 
idency, for on a number of occasions Secre- 
tery Taft has taken pains to announce that 
he is in favor of an immediate revision of 
our tariff.

Nine years ago Muto came to America from 
Italy, leaving behind a wife and a g ver old 
son.

AN AMERICAN VICTORY. 

The Hague peace conference has adopt- 
ed with substantial unanimity the Ameri- 
ean plan for the collection of contractual 
debts through an arbitration court rather 
than by an appeal to force. That our 
representatives were able to secure such 
a desired decision is greatly to their 
credit. In the determination of matters 
of international controversy progress is 
slow. A little gain at one time is added 
to a little at another. A particular in- 
stance may seem relatively unimportant, 
but when the gains of a series of years 
are taken together they are quite likely to 
show marked improvement in conditions. 

It is that point of view which gives 
special value to the vote on contractual 
debts. These have been a fruitful source 
of international difficulty in the past. In 
many cases after there has been fighting 
it has been clearly shown that the claims 
at the bottom of the trouble were in no 
‘way worthy of such effort. Intelligent 
examination of them by an impartial tri- 
bunal would have prevented any out- 
break. Gen. Porter said in his address 
that in the thirteen most important cases 
arising during the last sixty years the 
largest sum allowed was only 80 per cent 
of the claim, while there were instances 
where but 3% per cent was conceded. 

In eliminating such things from the just 
occasions for war the peace conference 
has taken a step forward. Some of the 
South American leaders would have gone 
much farther in their desire to prevent 
the forcible collection of any sort of debts. 
But a little gained in this direction is 
quite apt to be followed by an extension 
of the plan to- cover other cases where 
indemnity is demanded for one thing or 
another. The eventual outcome may be 
even a greater victory’ for the cause of 
peace. 

It is reasonable to believe that the 
arbitration plan will have the beneficial 
effect claimed by Gen. Porter. There will 
be much less trading upon the necessities 
of feeble and embarrassed nations. There 
will be much less interference with the 
commerce of neutral countries. There 
will be an advantage to the debtor etates 
in having money lenders understand that 
they must base their dealings upon the 
good faith, national credit, and just ad- 
ministration of the borrower. In such cir- 
cumstances they will de much more likely 
to make loans on fair and reasonable 
terms. 

No one expected that the peace confer- 
ence would do much in the way of dis- 
armament. It was in small gains that 
actual results were hoped for. That the 
American representatives have accom- 
plished one thing of value to the world is 
conceded by all. There has been too 
much fighting over trifles where war was 
afterwards shown to have been entirely 
unnecessary. In the elimination of con- 
tractual debts from the justifiable occa- 
sions of war there has been a notable gain 
without any possibility of reflection upon 
the honor or the courage of any nation. 


A “SELF-EVIDENT TRUTH” 

A committee of the National Civic fed- 
eration proclaims the discovery, after pro- 
tracted search, of a great truth. It is that 
“the success of municipal operation of 
public utilities depends upon the existence 
in the city of a high capacity for munici- 
pal government.” 

This is, indeed, a great truth, but it 
was public property before the comniittee 


began its researches. It had been 
shouted from the house tops in Chi- 
cago. It was enunciated by Mr. 


Dalrymple of Glasgow when Mayor 
Dunne invited him here in 1905 to estab- 
lish a municipal traction system. The 
full realization of that truth caused the 
Chieago voters to repudiate municipal 
ownership and settle the traction question 
‘in a sensible fashion. 

For years the lack in this country of 
„% high capacity for municipal goveru- 
ment” has been admitted and deplored. 
There have been unending experiments in 
local government in the hope of securing 
some approach to capacity. Power has 
been given to and taken from mayors, 
councils, and boards. Something has been 
gained by these incessant changes, but 


not much. The administration of the sim- 


plest departments of local government is 
usually lacking in efficiency and economy. 
The problem which still confronts the 


‘citizens of American cities is that of im- 


‘proving the quality of municipal govern- 
ment. Not with an eye to the running of 
street railroads or making gas, but in or- 
der to give adequate protection to life, 
health, and property. 

When violent crime is as frequent as it 
is in Greater New York today, when 
the inability of the police to deal with it 
is Gonceded, and when citizens are talk- 
ing of an appeal to lynch law, the people 
of that city, at least, cannot be interested 


in discussions of municipal ownership as 


dependent on high capacity of govern- 
ment. They want that high capacity for 
another and a more practical purpose. 

If the National Civic federation, whose 
headquarters are in New York City, and 
whose president lives there,-wishes to do 
some investigating, a promising field 
awaits it. That is the inability of the 
American police to cope with crime, not- 
ably in New York City. Why is there 
such a breakdown when it comes to per- 
forming one of the most elementary du- 
ties of a municipality? Does the blame 
rest with city governments dominated by 
politics, or with the imperfect criminal 
laws and the courts that administer 
them? 92 

THE PHILIPPINE ELECTIONS. 

The election of members of the Philip- 
pine assembly, to be held today, will be 
watched with interest by the people of 
the United States. From present ac- 
counts the Filipinos themselves seem in- 
different. Only one out of every ten en- 
titled to register has done so. Whether 
this is the result of ignorance or whether 
this indifference proceeds from a sub- 
stantial unanimity of political unconcern, 
it is not a hopeful sign. It would be to 
the advantage of the natives if they 
showed an enthusiastic appreciation of the 
right of suffrage. : * 

It is the intention of the government 
and of the people of the United States to 
allow the Filipinos as large a measure of 
self-government as is consistent with 
American supremacy. The intelligent use 
of the franchise will be a proof to the 
American people that the Filipinos are 
fit to be intrusted with a liberal share in 
the management of their own affairs. A 
disinclination to take part in the choice 
of their local officials will be taken as a 
proof that they ars not fit to govern themt 
selves, ; | 


The Filipinos have a splendid oppor- 
tunity to refute that opinion which holds

into the court of bankruptcy, attention to, the 
fact being called by his application in person 
that the execution of judgment obtained 
against him for a washing bill might be sus- 
pended, owing to the fact of his affairs 
being in the hands of the Bankruptcy court. 
This goes to show that members of the aris- 
tocracy rarely make goo@ business men. 
For Lord Norreys, who is the eldest son 
and heir of the earl of Abingdon, has been 
in all kinds of commercial ventures, includ- 
ing cycle companies, automobile concerns. 
and, above all, hotel keeping enterprises. 
He was, indeed, the managing director for a 
time of that great syndicate which owns 
a whole string of hotels extending from 
London to Paris, the Rivigra, and even as 
far east as Egypt. 

Lady Norreys, his wife, is one of the smart- 
est and most popular women in London so- 
ciety, a ‘sister of Lord Wolverton and a 
daughter of that universal favorite, the late 
Admiral Glyn. The admiral was, even when 
well advanced in yeah, an object of such ro- 
mantic attachment on the part of that lovely 
actress, Adelaide Neilson, that when she 
died with such tragic suddenness in the Bois 
du Boulogue in Paris it was found that she 
had bequeathed her entire fortune, amount- 
ing to near $200,000, to nim. One of the sis- 
ters of Lord Norreys is the wife of Lord Ed- 
mund Talbot, the present heir presumptive 
to the dukedom of Northumberland and the 
premier peerage of the united kingdom.

Lord Norreys’ difficulties must be consid- 
ered as merely temporary. For on the death 
of his father, Lord Abingdon, now a man of 
72, he will inherit, jointly with his two sis- 
ters, the large fortune of his dead mother, 
heiress of the late Col. Charles Townley, of 
which the old earl has a life enjoyment. 
There seems to be a species of ill luck which 
dogs the steps of the Lords Norreys—that 18 
to say, the eldest sons of the earls of Abing- 
don—and this is recalled in connection with 
the financial cropper of the present Lord 
Norreys.

The purchaser, Mr. Scott 
Hall, subsequently declared in court that 
he had been prompted to become the owner 
of the place by the representation that ‘it 
was haunted by the ghost of Amy Robsart, 
and that, while she walked” the entire 
mansion at times, there was one room par- 
ticularly affected to her nocturnal visita- 
tions. Amy Robsart did not show up, and 
at the end of two or three years Mr. Scott 
Hall, feeling that he had been done,“ in- 
stituted legal proceedings against Lord 
Abingdon, demanding the annulment of the 
sale on the ground that the spook had not 
materialized, and that he had, therefore, 
been defrauded.

Socialism Assailed by Banker in Chau- 
| tauqua Address. 


Chautauqua, N. T., July 20.—Henry Clews, 
the New York banker, spoke today. on Great 
Wealth and Social Unrest” at the thirty- 
fourth annual assembly of the Chautauqua 
institution. He defended President Roose- 
velt against the attacks that industrial un- 
rest had. been brought about by the activity 
of the administration in attacking trusts and 
mergera. ' a 85 

Mr. Clews said if the president had not 
takeh the stand he did toward insurance and 
railroad abuses the unrest of the country 
would have reached an alarming stage. As 
it is, he sald the president is entitled to the 
highest praise. He eontinued: ) 

“All things considered, however, I fee 
safe in saying that there is practically no 
more reason for unrest on the part of the 
business community or the people of the na- 
tion. om account of the large aggregation of 
capital represented by trusts than from 
equally large sums in the hands of indivi@u- 
als; for both aré equally controlled by law 
and influenced by publie opinion, and publio 
opinion is often more powerful than law in 
righting wrong. Moreover, public opinion 
makes the laws.”

Attacks Doctrine of Socialism.

“We must be careful to draw a plain line 
of demarcation between that unrest which 


and soundness of our foundation and as 


ideals of perfection arid success, and 
misguided or malicious unrest and discontent 
incited by socialism. This is really at enmity 
with all civilized forms of government and 
all measures of advancement in the right di- 
rection, and seeks their overthrow and utter 
destruction. ' 

“The spirit of unrest that I have com- 
mended, and which I have termed an Amer- 
ican type, is not noisy and clamorous in 
its nature, and it manifests itself mostly 
through organizations of labor, in demands 
for adequate or increased compensation, or 
the fixing of a stated reasonable number 
of hours to constitute I day’s work. With 
these purposes, and the aims of labor unions 
generally, I want to state that I am in the

Does it not, indeed, sound like a paradox 
to hear this cry of socialism still rending 
the air while every avenue of fortune lies 
open to every one? It is a glaring anomaly 
of the times, an offense to American insti- 
tutions, a poor return for our national hos- 
pitality. Vague and illogical as the theories 
advanced by the doctrinaires of socialism 
are, there runs throughout all their teach- 
ings and preachings bitter and radical oppo- 
sitior to individual accumulation of wealth 
and individual competition in industry.

Would Fence Up Opportunity. 

** Socialists would, in other words, fence up 
the great field of free opportunity, deaden all 
incentive or inspiration for great achieve- 
ment, and not only curtail but wholly remove 
the right to compete and excel, and make it 
impossible to achieve success as the result 
of individual effort. They would reduce us 
all to a barren uniformity. 0 

„Think of this monstrous proposition! Why 

the thing that the socialists attack as un- 
tenable and wrong in government— namely: 
individual competition—has done more than 
anything else to make us what we are as a 
nation; has kept alive the precious fires of. 
liberty and freedom, and preserved the insti- 
tutions of our country. Take away the pro- 
gressive spirit of individualism from the peo- 
ple, and you at once eliminate the American 
spirit—the love of freedom—of free industry— 
and free and unfettered. opportunity—you 
take away indeed freedom itself!

Speaking of the false allurements of large 
cities and the tendency of the men on the 
farms to leave them and seek their fortunes 
in the metropolis, Mr. Clews said: 

„What we most need in this country to 
promote and popularize farm and village life 
and check the general tendency of both 
young men and young women to drift to the 
large olttes is a change in our educational 
system. We should establish trade schools 
everywhere to teach the trades and prac- 
tical sciences and so make country bred peo- 
ple proficient. in occupations that they could 
follow on the farm. and in village as well as 
town life. Thies knowledge would induce 
them to stay where they were born, instead 


of ruehi ff to make or mar their fortunes 
in the ov cities, where many come 
to grief.“

| Wealth and Trusts. 
Mr. Clews denied that wealth per se isa 
menace and sald that in good hands it served 
a good purpose. «Referring to the corporate 
phase, he said: ~ ‘ 
Toward competitors large corporations 
have too often been unscrupulous, just as the 
railways were in giving rebates to control 
the heavy traffic. These illegal and repre- 
hensible methods were pursued far too long, 
not only causing immense personal and com- 
mercial loss and injury, but shaking the con- 
fidence of the public in the large corpora- 
tions called trusts. These offenses can, hov- 
ever, under our new laws, hardly be repeated 
in the future. 
In this active period of business reform 
overcapitalization is an evil that must be 
classed with rebates, railroad discrimination, 
and other corporate abuses. This also ap- 
plies almost equally to both the industria? 
and railroad systems. However much this 
evil may have been regarded and thought 
inevitable in the past, owing to peculiar and 
lax conditione in the pioneer days of rail- 
roads and industrial upbuilding, it is in- 
tolerable now, and should be made impossible 
in the future. There is not the elightest 
doubt that a great deal of the pubic unrest 
has proceeded, from this source. But, with 
the stoppage of the evil, it ought to subside. 
2 


Remedy in Publicity. 
“The remedy for corporation wrong doing 
is found in publicity. This publicity is the 
great need of the present and the future, 
and the public should demand it. It is a 
lamp that we should always keep burning.”’ 
Concerning stock watering and how to pre- 
vent it Mr. Clews said: 
My plan is for the government to appoint 
a salaried director in each of the interstate 
roads, this director to on the executive 
committee also. His duty should be to act 
as a watchdog, and he stiould be required to 
report to the interstate commerce commis- 
sion all crooked acts or suspicions of any; 
besides which the interstate roads should be 
compelled by law to issue sworn statements 
of their exact condifion semi-annually, Om- 
cilals of railroad companies found guilty cf 
any illegal acts whatsoever should be pun- 
ished by imprisonment. Money penalties are 
of no use in stopping wrongs of wealthy cor- 
porations.”’. . 1

Emmet Keating of Ghicago refers to cases 
that are really inctpient, giving no marked 
tuberculous symptoms and no physical signs. 
The facts elicited from physical examination 
of the chest should be regarded as only con- 
firmatory of the diagnosis. 

Important factors are family history, occu- 
pation, spitting of small amounts of blood, 
chilly. sensations, sight fever, an indefinite 
history of night sweats, loss of weight, con- 


gums, and shallow breathing. Respiration 
may be slightly jerking,. with harsh inspira- 
tion. The pulse is accelerated. 

As to the treatment, the author does not 
favor the use of tuberculin. He recommends 
beginning treatment with six weeks’ rest in 
bed, in the open air as far as possible. Three 
meals a day should be taken and milk and 
eggs used besides. The most useful drugs 
are arsenic and nux vomica. No cough mix- 
tures should be used. The best sedative ts 
milk and eggs taken before going to rest 
for the night. Morphine is the only remedy | 
for profuse hemorrhage. ‘

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Porch Furnishings. 


The porch, in its relation to the home, has 
undergone a perceptible change in the last 
few years. Incorporated, as it formerly was, 
with the front entrance of the house, the 
plazza was decidedly lacking in the element 
of privacy. In porches of the older style, the 
parlor or conventional fever is pervasive, 
and rugs, tables, chairs, and awnings must 
be well selected and of good quality. For 
the living room porch, with its broad possi- 
bilities for comfort and enjoyment, there al- 
ways are fresh and interesting contributions 
towards the furnishings and decorations, A 
novel kind of hammock has been originated 
through the revived interest in cotton rug 
weaving.

In 
explaining the report the Market Record 
said: “ Many of the reports from Minnesota 
and the Dakotas are more or less unfavor- 
able. In some places the grain is thin, and 
im some it is turning yellow, while many re- 
port that wheat is not doing well, but do not 
seem to know why. ‘A few scattered re- 
ports mention damage by black rust. The 
crop is uneven, spotted, and hard to esti- 
mate.“ 


The northwest was a good seller ef wheat 
through Wrenn. Canby, Pringle-Fitch- Ran- 
kin, Chapin, Bennett, Barrett, Scott, and 
Bartlett-Frazier were sellers on the early 
advance. Around 980 there seemed to be 

support until the last, when the local 
crow@s selling broke the price. Barrell, 
Rankin, Updike, Northern Grain, Bartlett- 
Frazier, Gifford, and Love were on the buy 
ing side on the break. There was a good 
deal of changing in corm.

Last week stocks at 
Port Arthur increased 111,000 bu, while at 
Fort William there was a gain of 81,000 bu. 
Fort William now has 2,567,000 bu wheat 
Gnd Port Arthur 4,068,000 bu wheat. The 
movement into Winnipeg from interior points 
was expected to have culminated several 
weeks ago. Yesterday the wheat receipts 
were 275 cars, against 68 cars a year ago. 
Railroad officials say that there is no pres- 
ent prospect for any let up in the old crop 
movement, and the indications are that the 
old crop receipts will continue right upto the 
time new wheat begins to come in. The

In the case of national 
institutions, it appears to be due to withdraw- 
als both on city and country accounts. The 
saving banks have suffered the usual July 
withdrawals and corporation accounts gen- 
erally are running low. The latter may be 
due to the fact of the heavy disbursements 
in New York and the consequent lowering 
of balances here. 1 

As a whole, local bankers look toward a 


‘recurrence of high money fatep this fall. 


It le hardly expected that the effect of cur- 
tallment of expanaipn in business will be 


felt much before tHe turn of the year. 


More Restraint on Private Banks. 

The high money rates obtained within the 
last few years have furnished incentive to 
organize new banks. Several private insti- 
tutions have been paying 4 per cent on sav- 
ings deposits. These banks, however, are 
not subject to state supervision, and prob- 
ably either lend or invest their funds in real 
estate mortgages. 

One private bank went to considerable 
pains in its advertising matter to announce 
certain well known institutions as its cor- 
respondents. . These latter banks, when the 
advortising matter was shown to them, de- 
clared they had no connectlon whatever 
with the private institution indicated 

The new st2te law will make it more diffi- 
cult to organize state banks in Illinois, for 
the state auditor will have a wide latitude 
in determining whether or not, in his judg- 
ment, the applicants for a charter are fit 
persons to operate a bank. When this law 
becomes effective there will be no excuse 
whatever for a repetition of certain banking 
practices which have o ined here in the 
past, one notable example of which was the 
Bank of America. 

As noted some time ago, the state auditor 
is apparently taking a larger interest in bank- 
ing matters than at any time since the be-, 
ginning of his administration.
